IN TONKIN, 
perenne area 

Ninety per cent. of the natives of ‘Nonkin 
are agriculturists and, in common with the 
majority of oriental peasants, have at their 
disposal considerable periods of leisure be: 
tween harvests, during which they manufac: 
ure and dye their own cotton cloths. Each 
village or commune possesses one or morc 
hand looms, in the use of which the ‘Ton. 
kinese are skilled from childhood. Little 
or no cotton was formerly grown in the 
colony, the native weavers depending almost 
entirely on imported yarns, which came from 
Annam and the Laos provirices, In 1873 
some of the Chinese merchants in Hong- 
kong, who were buyers of ‘Tonkin tice suc- 
ceeded in introducing Indian yarns into the 
colony. ‘heir success was immediate and 
Very soon the natives would buy no others 
and the quantities imported increased 
Steadily. In 1893, 5,000 T’. of Indian yarn 
were sold in the colony. In the following 
year, the first mill was started in ‘Tonkin, 
and it may be safely stated that the present 
prasperity of this local industry js largely 
due to the encouragement and material aid 


| it received from M. de Lanessan, then 


Governor-General of the Protectorate, It 
was in Hanoi, the capital, that the first 
attempt was made in 1894, anda subsidy 
was granted to the manufacturers,which took 
the form of a Toyalty on each bundle ‘of yarn 
produced during the first year, This enter. 
prise was, and is still, in the hattids of a well 
known local firm. In tgoo, .a second mill, 
almost double the size of the irst, commen- 
ced work i, Haiphong, the seaport of the 
colony, and another of equal importance was 
inaugurated at Namdinh in May, 1902. The 
two last mentined are the property of limit- 
ed companies, founded with French capital, 
whose headquarters are in Paris, All the 
machinery of these three mills is of English 
manufacture, with the exception of the en- 
gines in Nandinh, and was erected and 
started by English fitters. ‘Ihe following 
figures indicate the relative importance of 
each + ‘ 


Namiinh,.20,736 ring spindles, 750 1.01.2, 800 willtands, 
Haiphong..20,008 ring spindles, 754 LELP. 600 mitshands, 
Hanoi... .. 10,368 ring spindles, 400 LHD, quo milldiands. 


There is a total of §1.104 spindles in the 
colony, with a yearly output of about: 2, 500 1’, 
ofyarm. The mill-hands dray, of an aver. 
age. 15 cents for a thirteen hours day, In 
Haiphong the natives are paid by piece work, 
and it. is extremely’ gratifying to note that 
this mill, which is the only one under En- 
glish management, produces more than half 
of the total output of the colony. ‘The gen- 
Heman directing this enterprise is a: native 
of Oldham and it will most likely be of 
interesego his fellow-townsmen to learn that, 
in reco, y ion ‘of his services, the French’ 
Colonial Glivernment has lately created him 
a knight of the Order of Dragon of Annam. 
The “counts” spun are chiefly 20s, though 


.asmall quantity .of -ros. is also produced. 


It is computed that from six to seven thou- 
sand tons of yarn are consumed yearly by 
the inhabitants of French Indo-China—iie,,’ 
Tonkin, Annam and Cochinchina—there is, 
therefore, ‘still room for further enterprise, 
and Saigon, Hue or Haiduong would seem, 
to be the most favourable centres for future 
operations of this kind. The’ majority of 
Taw material used is of Indian origin, which 
is adupitted duty-free *nd reaches the coldny 
from Hongkong, at Woh port it is tran- 
shipped. ‘The cultivation. of cotton in 
Tonkin, Annam and the Laos provinces ig

The Universal Goxetie hav published a des- 
patch from the Portuguese Consul-General to 
the Shanghai Taotai re the murder of a Chinese 
by a Portuguese subject, the gist of which is 
‘that he (the Consul-General) has dealt the case 
in ‘conformity with the laws of Portugal and, 
the murderer is now being tried and punished 
by the proper authorities, The crime took 
place on May 22nd and since then he (the 
Consul-General) has repeatedly requested the 
Magistrate to have a post mortem’ examination 
held on the body but the Magistrate refused, 
therefore ‘he (the Consul) then proceeded at 
‘once to take the statements of the fifteen For- 
cign and Chinese witnesses and that of the 
srivoner, The statements have since been 
sent to Macao together with the evidence of 
(our witnesses as taken and sent to him (the 
Consul) by the city Magistrate, Such a serious 
crime though cominitted in Shanghai had never 
heen tried by the Portuguese Consul it Court, 
Article 48 of the Treaty states that when a 
Portuguese subject committing any _ offence, 
against a Chinese, the offender is-to be tried 
by the law of Portugal and the Consuls of 
Portugal in China were instructed by their 
Government on the 8h March, 1903, to take 
down all evidence of a case in which a Portu- 
guese subject was the cffender and to send 
the’ records of the case and the offender. to 
Macao to be dealt with by the authorities in 
that colony, therefore he (the Taotai). should 
see that he (the Consul-General) has dealt with 
the case contrary te article 48. :
